Seiectmen’s Report. 


In submitting our report it may not be out of place to make 
a comment on the vear’s work and offer some suggestions in re- 
agrd to some matters that will come up for consideration at our 
annual meeting. 
HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES. 
We were authorized to raise $5000 for highwaysand bridges. 


€ 


Out of this amount we were directed to set aside $2301 to avail 
ourselves of state aid under the highway law of 1905. Thus 
it will be seen that we had only $2699 left to use in general re- 
pair of highways and bridges. While the amount charged up 
to highway account is much more than this, it will be seen that 
the amount paid Mr. Howland on last: year’s account and the 
amount paid for breaking roads from Feb. 15 until town meet- 
ing deducted will show that the actual cost of repairs was very 
small. The question of setting aside the same amount this year 
as last to avail ourselves of state aid will come up and in con- 
nection with this it will be well to bear in mind that under the 
law of 1905 we will be required to set apart and use for perma- 
nent improvement $1540 if we do not apply for state aid. So 
the question will be as to whether we will set apart $2301 and 
get $575 from the state to be expended under direction of the 
state engineer or whether we set apart $1540 for permanent road 
building and expend the same ourselves. 


MACADAM ROADS AND STREETS. 


We built a’ piece of new macadam road from the foot of 
Sand Hill to the turn on Prospect street, in front of the Roby 
house. This work was done with a view to permancency rather 
‘than to low cost. 

The balance of the money charged up to thesaccount was 
expended on repair of macadam that had become rough or uneven 
for one reason or another, and we will suggest that in our 


Ss 
opinon there is more need of repairs on what macadam road 
wealready have than there is of new work. 
BUILDING AND REPAIRING SIDEWALKS. 


We built a new concrete walk on Canal street to take the 
place of the old plank walk which was removed. We also re- 
paired the concrete walks on Main, Elm, Middle. Pleasant and 
Richardson streets, and graveled the walk on Summer street 
the entire length and Railroad street from Main street to the 
railroad track, also Burnside and Winter streets. 

We employed a man to take charge of work and bought 
material as has been done for the previous two seasons, and if 
the same amount of money is laid out next season our sidewalks 
will be in shape, that will require less money to keep them up. 

HXTENSION AND CARE OF SEWERS. 

The only new sewer laid this year was on the new street 
which was laid out from Bunker Hill street to the head of High 
street, about 228 feet. We bought an outfit for digging sewers 
which will save much time when occasion requires such work. 
We have also caused to be compiled all the field notes of the 
entire system, insections, and streets so they can be referred 
to readily for the purpose of getting locations and measurements. 
Our sewer system is in good working ‘order and with a few 
changes which will not require great outlay will be quite com- 
plete. But it needs care. We have a combined system with a 
large number settling basins from which the sand and other 
material should be removed after every storm to prevent a large 
amount of sand from getting into the main pipes. Right here 
let us suggest that it might be worth considering as to whether 
or not it would be wise for the town to authorize the selectmen 
to appoint a sort of working superintendent of public grounds 
and works, whose duty it shall be under the direction of the 
selectinen to take care of our sewer system, parks and other pub- 
lic grounds, and do such other work as he might be directed, to 


add to the cleanliness and beauty of our town.
